RACE IN MUSIC.

At a recent meeting of the British Anthro. |
pological Boviety Mr, Henry I, Chiorley read
a paper on ‘““Kace in Music,” of whish *he |
following is an abtract: —

The anthor, after remarking on the wnst
extent of the subject to be treated in so small
a compass, proceeded to poiut ont the diffi-
culties that stand in the way of determining
what is and what is not national munsie, the
chief diffienlty consisting in the inaccuracies |
of notation. Notation being comparatively
a modern art, and being also the only means |
by which musical idess can be transmitted,
we are very much in the dark as to the ud- [
vances made by the ancients in the art of |
musie. Confining himself chiefly to the |
modern development of music, My, Chorley
argued that new and  original
mwelody fer less common than is
generally  supposed. By the simple
variation of {empo, implying sowe change in
anccentnation, a melody can be so entirely
trapsformed as to lose itg origieal charnoter,
‘(Genuine, fresh, original musie, again, is
comparatively rare, and its character has
always bLeen most marked whenever inter-
course has been most restricted, Passing
from the more limited subject of national
music to the broader question of race ele-
sments in musie, the anthor illustrated the
great distinction which exists betweoen the
Asiatic and European dovelopment of art.
In the former it is confined to rhythm, and
seldom includes besuty of sound or symine-
try of form. In strong contrast to the Ori-
ental ideas of musio were cited these of the
North of Europe—in Norway, Sweden, Den-
mark, and Ilussia. It wus the opinion of
the author that these people take the
highest place a8 melodists. The fact was
puinted out that, with few exceptions,
those Northern airs are in minor keys, which
might be taken a8 an expression of, rather
than a protest agaivst, the gloom of the cli-
mate and scenery, were it not that the same
characteristic largely obtains among inhabit-
ants of the torrid zone. The sense of musical
rhythm seems as distinetly merked amongst
different peoples as varieties of physiognomy.
For instance, the Peniusular melodies are only
cha. teristic when they are in triple time,
the «rsin common time being essentially
mawlash and pointless, owing such individa.
ality as they have to the sleepy, voluptuouns
delivery of the executant. On the other

i8

hand, the music of France lies essentially in
the direction of squared wmnsic—towards
what is piquent as distinet from what is
undulating. The author then colled at-
tention to a phenomenon which is
of universal recurrence, viz., the demarca- |
tion, not merely of race, but also of sex, in
the art, be its stage: of culture or civiliza-
tion ever so primitive or ever so matare.
The abseénce of musical inventive genius in
woman is most eurlous and inexplicable, and
affords. another signal illustration of the con-
tradictions and inconsistencies which mark
music beyond any other art, Whila wowmen
bave achieved distinotion, and often great
success, in literature, panting, sculpture,
srchitecture, and science, and while they are
unsurpassed as interpreters of the drama and
of the art of music, not a solitary female
composer of oviginality, or even of repute,
is known to the historical or critical observer.
